"A pair of rabbits will prodnoe j 
2.000,000 rabbits in two years in Aua- 
tralla,” Is a .statement that at first 
seems incredulous, and when James 
Watson, of Y'ictoria, made it the other 
day to a party of gentlemen they 
thought he was jesting. Yet It Is as 
true as gospoL Mr. Watson is one of 
the largest ranch owners in Victoria, 
Australia, having under fenco alone 
30,000 acres. The problem of how to 
exterminate rabbits is the greatest 
question that confronts the people of 
Australia to-day, as theD entire pros- 
perity depends upon it It is in hope 
tliat Yankee ingenuity might bo able 
to solve this important problem that 
Mr. Watson now visits Amerioo. 

“You can imagine what a terrible 
plague tho rabbits are,” said Mr. Wat- 
son, "when the Australian Government 
is now building a fence of wire netting 
which, when completed, will ho 800 
milos long, aud which will divide New 
South Wales and Queensland. The 
rabbits have not yet made their ap- 
pearance in Queensland. And the fence 
is to prevent them from getting over 
there. 

"We have tried hundreds of ways to 
get rid of the rabbits, but so far noth- 
ing has been successful. We are only 
able to check the increase. About the 
host means of doing this is to scatter 
fruit with arsenic over the ground, but 
this is very expensive. In this way 1 
have killed G(X) rabbits with ten 
bushels of sUood apples. Then we 
used phosphate of oats, but the trouble 
with this is that the phosphate soon 
loses its effect. I think the method 
in use Ls thq ordinary rat-trap, but all 
those methods are very expensive. 
For instance, it costs the govern- 
ment of Victoria |12o,000 a year to 
keep the rabbits down on the Crown 
(government) lands. Tho govern- 
ment pays ten cents a pair for all the 
rabbits killed on their lands. A good 
man can make $4U dollars a week kill- 
ing rabbits. These men use traps and 
one man can work 100 trapa 

A law has recently been poased that 
compels the owner of lands to keep 
the rabbits down. If be should fail to 
do this he is fined $50 for the first of- 
fense, $100 for the second and upon the 
third offense tho government employs 
men to attend to the rabbits at tho ex- 
pense of the land owner. In many In- 
stances owners are compelod to give 
* up their land, as the expense is so

RECEPTION OF EXILES. 

Cow Bnuloa Folltloal OMcniler* ArO 
Trootod at Forwardlag PiiaoBa. 

The prisoners hod <lisombarked be- 
fore we reached our destination. We 
found them assembled in two donee 
gray throng* at the end of a long 
wooden sbed, which was surrounded 
and turned into-d sort of cattlepen by 
a 'high plank walL Here they were 
identified, counted and turned over by 
the convoy otBcer to the warden of the 
Tomsk forwarding prison. The shed 
was divided transversely through the 
middle by a low wooden barricade, at 
one end of which was a fenced in- 
closure, about ten feet square, for the 
accommodation of the offioers who bad 
to take part in the reception of the 
party. About half the exiles bad bera 
formally “received” and wore stand- 
ing at the eastern end of the shed, 
while the other half were grouped in 
a dense throng at the western end, 
waiting for their names to be 
called. The women, who stood 
huddled together In a group by them- 
selves, were mostly In peasant oo»- 
tumos, with bright-colored kerohiefe 
over their heads, and their faces, 1 
thought, showed great anxiety and ap- 
prehension. The men all wore long 
gray overcoats over coarse linen shirts 
and trousers; most of them wore in 
chains, and the bare heads of the con- 
victs and the penal colonists had been 
hsdf shaved longitudinally in suoh a 
way that one side of the scalp was 
smooth and blue, while the other side 
was hidden by long neglected hair. 
Soldiers stood here and there around 
the shed, laaoing upon their bayonetad 
Hfles, and inside the little Inclosuro 
Wore the owroy offioer ol the party, 
the warden and the surgeon of the 
Tomsk forwarding prison, tbe chief of 
the local bureau of exile administrs-. 
tion, and two or three other officers, 
all In full uniform. Colonel Yagodkln 
introduced us as American travelers 
who desired to see the rooeption of an 
exile party, and we wore invited to 
stand Inside the incloaure. 

The officer who was conducting the 
examination of the convicts :drew a 
folded paper from a large bundle In his 
band, opened and glanced at it, and 
then shouted, “Nikolai KoltsofP’ A 
thin, pale man, with heavy, wearied 
eyes and a hopeless expression of face, 
who was standing in the front rank of 
the exile party, picked up tbe gray 
linen bog that lay beside him on the 
floor, and with a slow clink, clink, 
clink of chains walked to the inclosuro. 
The examining officer compared his 
face carefully with a photograph at- 
tached to the "stateini spoesok,” or 
“identification paper,” in order to 
make sure that the pale man had not 
“exchanged names" with some other 
exile, while a Cossack orderly exam- 
ined him from head to foot and rum- 
maged through his bog to see that he 
had neither lost nor surreptitiously 
sold the articles of clothing that be had 
received In Moscow or Tlumcn, and 
that his “stateini spoesok” called Tor. 

“Is every thing there?” inquired the 
Officer. 

“Every thing,” replied the Cossack. 

“Stoopal!” [“Pass on!”] said the Lieu- 
tenant; and the p.vle-luced man shoul- 
dered his bag and joined the ranks of 
the ‘received’ at the eastern end of the 
shed. 

“The photographs are a now thing,” 
whispered Colonel Yagodkln to mo; 
“aud only a part of the exiles have 
them. They are intended to break up 
the practice of exchanging names and 
identities.” 

“But why should they wish to ex- 
change names?” I inquired. 

“If a man Is sentenced to hard labor 
at the mines,” he replied, “and has a 
little monjy, he always tries to buj' se- 
cretly the name and identity of some 
poor devil of a colonist who longs des- 
perately for a drink of vodka, or who 
wants money with which to gamble. 
Of course the convoy officer has no 
means of preventing this sort of trans- 
action, because he can not possibly re- 
member the names and faces of tbe 
four or five hundred men in bis party. 
If the convict succeeds In finding a 
colonist who Is willing to sell his name 
he takes the colonist's place and is as- 
signed a residence In some village, 
while tbe colonist takes the convict's 
place and goes to the mines. Hundreds 
of hard-labor convicts escape in this 
way .” — Ucorge Kvniuin, in Oentury. 

SHOE-PEG* *MAKING. 

_ I 

laXentoUftlr-Contrlveil Machinery t 7 ii«d to 
Pr^sce th« Uttla Thing*. 

The shoe peg Is a simple liMlo thing, 
and yet to make it, and make it well, 
requires quite ingeniously-oontrlved 
machinery. 

The logs are first divested of their 
bark and divided into sections corre- 
sponding to the desired length of the 
I>og. I'hon comes four operations: In 
the first place the wood is passed under 
a small revolving cylinder which 
presses It upon pointed knives, these 
making minute grooves in the under 
surface of the wood as It passes on 
toward completipn. 

Next the block is taken, passed under 
another cylinder, whose knives make 
grooves transverse to those made be- 
fore, and tbe wood has now a surface 
of regular points. 

Now the block is placed under the 
splitting knife, which is so arranged 
as to fail into each of tho grooves made 
in one direction, splitting the wood to 
the base. 

Again It is passed under a knife, 
which splits it crosswise, thus separat- 
ing each peg from every other peg. 

A large revolving cylinder, heated, 
then takes the pegs and drives them; 
a revolving wire cylinder sifts and sorts 
the various sizes, and they are ready 
for shipment. 

It is not an uncommon thing for one 
of those New Hampshire peg factories 
to turn out three huudr^ bushels of 
pegs daily and to consume one thousand 
cords of Wood a year. 

A machine, however, has been in- 
TGDted to do away with the shoe peg, 
aud It does away with it in a great 
many instances. This machine not 
only pegs, but it also at tho same time 
almost neatly cuts out a peg from a 
strip of wood with which the machino 
is f^ 

In preparing these strips the log is 
fitted to the machine and revolved 
against a sharp knife properly adjust- 
ed to the required width and thick- 
ness. The roll thus cut off is beveled 
to form points for the pegs and is then 
fed to the pegging machine . — Boston 
Advertiser.

POWERFUL WEAPONS. 

F f 0 *1 e*« In tho Prodnetlon of AppIIaneaS 

for l>o*troyln* Ufo and Frop»rtp, 

The investigations by tbe House and 
Senate committees on naval and mili- 
tary affairs and appropriations into 
tbe question of providing for coast de- 
fenses, war ships, etc., have had tho 
effect of developing a great deal of In- 
teresting information In regard to im- 
proved war arms and ammunition. 
The most interesting exhibit was made 
by General Hurst, of MississlppL be- 
fore the House oommittee on naval 
affairs the other day. Tbe C-eneral 
exhibited a newly-invented reii forced 
cartridge, which he proposes to intro- 
duce in the side-arms, rifles and field- 
pieces of the army and navy. In the 
first place, tbe cartridge starts out on 
tbe principle that there should be 
throe times as much powder in weight 
as lead or steel, steel missiles 
being used Instead of the or- 
dinary lead. For tbe purpose 
of overooming the rebound or 
“kick*' a new principle is brought into 
requisition. One-third of the powder 
is exploded behind the balL and when 
the missile gets about four or five 
Inches from its starting-point tbe two- 
tblrds of the charge of powder is ex- 
ploded. Thus the resistance which is 
usually encountered in starting tbe 
missile is overcome, and the two-thirds 
charge of powder adds additional foroe 
In moving the ball by Its being on the 
move before tbe heavy discharge of 
powder occurs. General Hurst showed 
that he can shoot with the common 
artof rifle a steel ball through an inch 
of solid steel plate, and that without 
obstruction tbe ball would b« forced a 
distance of four or five miles. He pro- 
poses to shoot a large missile from 
a field-piece a distance of twelve o» 
fifteen miles, and to make H poaetrata 
sixteen or eighteen Inches of steel plate 
at a distance of three or four miles, 
and he will shoot a steel ball from a 
side-arm a distance of three miles. 

Lieutenant Zalinski’s dynamite shells 
have been described her^fore. These 
are fired from mortars and cannon a 
distance of from two to four miles, and 
tbe explosion will destroy the most 
noarlv invulnerable ship or breastwork 
ever mode; and it is improbable that a 
shin or breastwork will ever be con- 
structed that can withstand tho foroe 
of these shells. 

Lieutenant Graydon bos also in- 
vented a shell which can bo fired a 
longer distance, and, it is said, with 
greater security and accuracy than tho 
Zalinski invention. Lieutenant Oray- 
don’s shells arc lomlod with a composi- 
tion of his own invention, which is 
said to be more destructive than any 
dynamite. Walls of boiler-plate and 
steel two feet thick have bean de- 
stroyed by tho Graydon missile. Con- 
gress proposes to appropriate $100,- 

000 for tbe purpose of monufooturlng 
some of Graydon's inventions and giv- 
ing thorn a thorough test. The ex- 
hibitions will probably bo conducted 
in the vicinity of Hampton Roads, Va., 
and some old iron- clads and monitors 
arc to be tho targets. Lieutenant 
Graydon says he can destroy any ship 
owned by the American Government at 
a distance of three or four miles by a 
single shock. 

Tho Krupp and Hotchkiss guns have 
been distanced by some of the most 
newly-invented implements for human 
destruction. There have been ex- 
hibited before the House committee 
on appropriations any number of rifles, 
model cannon and torpedoes. One 
torpedo is the invention of parties in 
Washington, and is In the form of a 
screw, which can be driven thr-.ugh 
tho body of any of the heaviest mon-of- j 
war made. One heavy gun which can 
be fired from a ship as well as the 
earth has thrown a shot which pene- 
trated forty feet into hard gravel. 
Some models of eighty-ton guns which 
consume S20 pounds of powder at 
each discharge have been exhibited. 
Some of the targets show that the im- 
plements to destroy them have been 
almost superhuman in their effective- 
ness. One-inch plates of steel to the 
accumulated depth of eighteen Inches 
have been penetrated by some of tho 
terrific steel missiles propoled by 
powder force. It is evident that when 
Congress finally makes a purchase of 
implements of defense in warfare It 
will procure the best that genius and 
money can Invent and purchase. — 
Washington Letter.

STAR-SPANGLED BANNER. 

Clrcnnutaaees Which the Com- 

poeliloM of ThU Po^oior Son^. 

This patriotic song by Francis Scott 
Key was written in 1814 during the 
bombardment of Fort McHenry. By 
authority of President Madison, Key 
had gone to the British fleet under a 
flag of truce to secure the release of 
his friend. Dr. Beanes, who was de- 
tained a prisoner on tho flagship. The 
British agreed to the release, but not 
until after the proposed attack on 
Fort McHenry, which the Admiral 
boasted he would carry in a few 
hours. Key was detained In tbe 
English fleet with his friend, the ship 
that bore them b«*ng anchored at the 
mouth of the Patapsoo. within full 
view of the fort. They watched the 
flag of the fort during the eqtlre day, 
and when the night prevented 
them [from seeing it they stiU 
remained on deck, noticing every 
shell from the moment it was 
fired until it felL Tbe bombardment 
suddenly ceased some time before day, 
but they knew not whether the fort 
hod surrendered or the attaok been 
abandoned. At the first dawn of day 
their glasses were turned to the fort, 
and, with a thrill of deiighL they saw 
that “our flag was stUl thorel” The 
I song was begun by Key in the fervor 
of the mement, and a few lines hastily 
jotted down on the back of a letter, 
with brldf notes that would help in re- 
calling the othera He finished it in | 
the boat on the way to the shore, and 
wrote it out as It now stands immedl- 
ateiy upon reaching Baltimore. In an 
hour after It was placed in the hands 
of tho printer It was on the street, was 
hailed with enthusiasm, and at once 
took Its place as a National song. The 
music to which It was adapted la an 
old French air, long known in England 
as “Anacreon." and afterward in Amer- 
ica as “Adams and Liberty ." — Eotss 
and Queries. 

COST OF STRIKES. 

Th. Ma«t Bzprasive W.v e€ AdlMtlag 
Labor DtillcmlUM. 

The labor strikes for the six years 
1881-88 were 3,903 and 28,336 estab- 
lishments were involved. In 1887 there 
were 833 strikes, but the details have 
not yet been summarized. If the some 
average prevailed in 1887, the estab- 
lishments involved would number 4,- 
862. For the six years the number of 
employee in the revolting establish- 
ments was 1,662,045. At the same 
rate of proportion the strikers 
In 1887 would number 363,074. 
In the period of six years there 
were also 2, 182 lookouts Involving 173,- 
905 employes. In the Stater, of New 
York, Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, 
Ohio and Illinois 74.74 per cer t of the 
strikes and 90.80 per oent of the look- 
outs resumed. These five States con- 
taiir49 per cent of the manufacturing 
establishments. Now as to the results 
of these strikes: 10,407 were success- 
ful; 3,004 partially, and 8,910 failed. Of 
the lock-outs 60 per cent failed. The 
loading causes of tbe troubles were 
reduction of hours, increase of wagee, 
and both combined. The losses are 
as follows /or the six years, and at the 
same rate for 1887:

Now add to all this the money lotMes 
in derangement of business, the suffer- 
ings of those out of work, the cost to 
the public of police and military pro- 
tection, and tbe product would be 
something even more enormous, and 
most demoralizing to the community. 
The average loss to a striker by the 
above table is $36,^ which means a 
good deal to the iateiing people in- 
volved, and in view of the results 
reached suggests the inquiry whether 
there is not a better way to adjust 
labor diffiqiltiea than by methods in- 
volving great losses to labor as well 
as capital and business in generaL — 
Joumat of World’s Stehsties.
